JHE TRADE COMMISSION’S POWER. 
One of the chief services of the federal trade 
commission, it has been developed, will be to save 
certain businesses from themselves. The theory of 
free competition frequently grows into cutthroat 
competition. The lumber industry has filed such an 
appeal, and the coal industry has gone one better 
and proceeded with a “stabilizing” plan, upon the 
informal.advice of. the commission that, so far as 
* is discernible, no statute or public policy is violated. 
orc. . Judging by the pronounced actions of these two 
leading industries, the trade commission would be 
ia in a position to perform a constructive service. 
„ Overproduction, uncontrolled competition, and the 
1 resulting wastes. have caused heavy losses. The 
4 commission recognizes the situation, but has no 
. teal power either way. It cannot give a super- 
vised selling organization, or even the harmless 
appearing system of daily reports, a clean bill of 
health, or prevent the formation of such an agree- 
ment. 
The trade commission act of 1915 is similar to 
the interstate commerce commission act of 1887 
in that it. can recommend but not enforce. But 
the business interests of the country need a better 
buffer between them and the hair-splitting anti- 
trust legislation and its troop of conflicting opinions. 
* After the commission is thoroughly understood it 
will be seen to offer an informal session where a 
business man can take his project, have it analyzed 
at small expense, little delay and no confusion, 
and find out whether it is unfair. That is what 
he must have. The next congress.should materially 
enlarge the powers of the commission to this end.

THE NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY LAW.’ 

The federal law under which today Tun Taru 
publishes its statement of circulation and ownership 
was enacted with two ends in view. 

It was a part of the very general campaign to 
bring about better methods of business, to protect 
the consumer and the honest competitor. In this 
case the consumer was the advertiser and the pur- 
pose of the law was to compel an honest disclosure 
of the publicity for which he was asked to pay. By 
requiring a sworn statement of copies bona fide sold, 
the law was supposed also to do justice to such 
publications as were willing to sell their space on 
the basis of the truth against those which lied about 
their circulation and thus sold what they did not 
possess. 

The second object of the law was still broader 
in its scope. It was the protection of the public 
from secret influences. The proponents of the meas- 
ure believed that if the owners of newspapers were 
required to disclose themselves their readers would 
be able to judge whether or not the news and editorial 
matter were being colored or distorted deliberately 
to serve the interests of the owners, . 

Undeniably the purposes of this publicity law 
are important and highly desirable. There is no 
enterprise that ought to be more subject to publicity 
than the agent of gublicity. 


But it is also undesirable that if the law is not 


be evaded, it is worse than no law, because it 
covers fraud or false appearance with a mask of 
egal pretense. 3

MILITARY ENGINEERING. 
While we are thinking and talking much of the 
civilian training camps at Plattsburg and Fort Sher 
idan another interesting innovation has been made 
by the war department of which the press has said 
little. This is the mobilization of the national guard 
engineer companies in battalions at Washington bar- 
racks in Virginia for training in military engineer- 
ing. Beginning with August companies from Chi- 
cago and other places have had ten days to two 
weeks at this camp, where, with the aid of two com-. 
panies of regular engineers, they have had practical 
instruction in the building of field fortifications, 
roads, and bridges and in the demolishment of them. 

The significance of this camp lies in the fact that 
it shows the broadening of our conception of militia 
efficiency. . The delusion that modern war can be 
fought by minute men on the Lexington model is 
giving ground even among laymen, while among civil- 
ian soldiers there hag been a stimulated interest in 
the auxiliary branches which it may be hoped will 
be. utilized in some effective way cas to bring about 
a much, better balanced militia force than we now 
have. 

If universal military training on the Swiss or Aus- 
tralian model cannot be brought about at this time 
we must welcome the scattered efforts of patriotic 
citizens to prepare themselves for the highest citizen 
duty.

“DIRTY DOLLARS* AND FREE COMMERCE. 
[From the New Republic.) 

The British cotton policy is costing the United 
States dear. Ten cent American cotton means a 
saving of $75,000,000 to the British cotton trade. 
This is one of our contributions to the cost of the 
Buropean war, virtually a tax, in the levying of 
which we had no voice. 

We are universally charged with being a utili- 
tarian people. And this we are in fact, like any 
other people. We hold to the view that it is our 
right and duty to defend our economic interests— 
interests that were securely guaranteed by inter- 
‘national law until Anglo-German “ frightfulness” 
wrecked that laboriously constructed edifice. We 
should none the less willingly forfeit our inter- 
ests if thereby we might ald in establishing an 
early and just peace. 

But we see no reason for believing that the 
British policy of economic war will bring peace; 
rather we are convinced that the advent of peace 
will be delayed by ft. And we can hardly be ex- 
pected to surrender our view of the matter to 
the British, however strongly we may sympa- 
thise with Great Britain in her struggle against 
autocratic militarism. The British cannot afford 
to dismiss our contentions with a contemptuous 
allusion to “dirty dollars.” For such an attitude 
will give impetus to the movement, already under 
way, to bring pressure upon our government to 
take steps toward enforcing our right to free 
commerce upon the seas.

- CHANG# IN HEALTH SCOPE. 
HH recently held meeting of the 
American Public Health associa- 
tion at Rochester was its forty- 
third. When the association was 
organized in 1872 the most impor- 
tant health question before the people 
was the prevention of cholera, for dhol- 
era had.dut recently swept across Amer- 
ica. As soon as the fear of cholera had 
subsided the azcszoclation gave its thought 
to yellow fever, a plague which laid waste 
southern cithes every year and occasion- 
ally invaded New York, Philadelphia, and 
Boston. Ship fever in that day was a 
source of great alarm to health authori- 
ties from time to time. 
The comtrol of these diseasewand others 
of similar type conetituted the 
of the handful of health officers who were 
accustomed to come together in annusi 
meetings fm the early "70s. 


— 
Dr. Stephen Smith, who preaided at sev- 
eral of these small meetings, was in at- 
tendance at Rochester. He had seen 
cholera, yellow fever, epidemic typhus, 
plague, and other diseases of great im- 
portance in the early days disappear en- 
tirely from the United States. Asheread 
over the program of the Rochester meet- 
ing he found that not a eingte disease 
which occupied the time in 1872 was down 
for discussion. They are now of no im- 


portance. 
However, if Dre. Stephen Smith, Henry 
Holton, Momtezambert, and Bryce, the 
pioneers present at the Rochester meet- 
ing, missed the smal! group who planned 
against yellow fever in yesteryears they 
had much to console them. They saw a 
meeting out of all semblance to the hand- 
ful who were wont to come together. At 
Rochester there was an attendance of 
more than 2,500 men and women, each a 
worker in the prevention of disease.

Tt 1 sign@ficant of the tendency of the 
times that the number that attended this 
annual meeting on prevention o ase 
was greater than the number that at- 
tended the last meeting of the American 
Medical association. 
These veterans, no doubt, noticed that 
A large proportion of those in attendance 
were not physicians. In addition to the 
large mumber of prominent physicians 
there were present Prof. Sedgewick, Mr. 
Fuller, Prof. Whipple, and others of a 
group of enginéers; Mr. Glenn, Mr. 
Frankel, Mr. Rose, and others of their 
group of sociologists; Dr. Dublin, Mr. 
Lappin, Dr. Crampton, and others cf the 
group of statisticians; Mr. Rittenhouse, 
Dr. Fiske, and others of the group of 
insurance men, besides nurses, newspa- 
per men, and teachers. 

These pioneers no doubt noticed that 
in addition to the control of epidemics of 
contagion there was discussion of such 
subjects as the increase of efficiency, the 
prolongation of life among middle aged 
people, industrial hygiene, housing, 
wages, single tax, pollution of air and

water, nursing, school inspection, the use 
of drugs, venereal disease and prohibi- 
tion.

IA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


ABLE dispatches have been alto- 
. gether premature in announcing 

the appointment of Privy Council- 

lor Merey de Kapos-Mereto succeed 

Constantine Dumba as the ambas- 
sador of Austria-Hungary at Washington. 
For no appointment of this kind could be 
made without the department of foreign 
affairs at Vienna having previously re- 
ceived the approval of the president and 
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of the government of the United States 
to the nomination. . 

This is one of the strictest rules of dip- 
lomatic etiquette and intern&tional com- 
ty, and the cases where governments 
take advantage thereof to veto a nomina- 
tion occur far more frequently than is 
known to the public. In fact, the United 
States government has had several un- 
pleasant experiences in this connection, 
among the most recent being that of Dr. 
David Jayne Hill, against whom, when 
he was promoted from the post of min- 
iter plenipotentiary at The Hague to be 
gmbessador at Berlin, the kaiser raised 
objections, which created no end of a 
stir at the time. 

These objections were subsequently 
withdrawn by Emperor William, and Dr. 
Hill was appointed to Berlin, where he 
remained for some time, treated with 
the utmost courtesy by the kaiser, though 
his relations with him naturally lacked 
the cordiality which the Teuton monarch 
had displayed towards his predecessors 
in office. 


' — 
Another well known instance was that 
of Anthony M. Keily, whom President 
Cleveland appointed minister to Italy in 
1885, without taking the precaution of 
sounding the Italian government before- 
hand. Mr. Keily was an ardent Catholic, 
and some one dug up an old speech of his, 
in which he had denounced the Italian 
government for depriving the papacy of 
its temporal possessions. As soon as this 
was republished the Italian government 
cabled that Mr. Keily would not be wel- 
come at Rome, and President Cleveland 
was obliged to cancel the appointment, but 
proceeded to console Mr. Keily by nom- 
inating him as anenvoy to Austria—again 
without inquiring.beforehand as to wheth- 
er or not Mr. Kelly would be acceptable. 
It turned out that Mr. Keily was notcon- 
sidered acceptable by the Austrian gov- 
ernment, on the ground that his wife was 
a Jewess, and consequently barred from 
the court of Vienna; an intolerable posi- 
tion for the wife of any minister pleni- 
potentiary or ambassador. 

Then there was Senator Henry W. Blair 
of New Hampshire, who was nominated 
by President Harrison in 1891 as minister 
to Peking, but who.was objected to on the 
ground of some of his former speeches, 
in which he had referred to the Chinese 
of San Francisco as “ the seeds of death, 
unless the unas plant can be rooted up and 
extirpated.” 7 

Paul Cambon now ambassador of 
France in London, was at one time nomi- 
nated to Corstantinople, where, how- 
ever, his appointment was immediately 
objected to by Sultan Abdul Hamid, on 
account of the role which Cambon had 
played in Tunis, in helping to transform

Just about the same time that Emperor 
Wiliam was reising objections to Dr. 
David Jayne Hill, the late King Edward 
was voicing his disapproval to the pro- 
motion of Rechad Bey from the post of 
Turkish ambassador at Rome to repre 
sent the sublime porte in London, and a- 
cordingly Rechad was sent to Petrograd, 
and Rifaat Pasha, whose acquaintance 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
had made when he was minister at Ath- 
ens, was dispatched to London instead, as 
Ottoman envoy. Although a devout Moe- 
lem, he has a Christian wife, in the per- 
son of Mile. von Rennenkampf, daugh- 
ter of the well known Russian general of 
that name. 

Queen Victoria is known to have caused 
the French government to be notified that 
the late Marquis of Montebello was per- 
sona non grata, when it was proposed to 
send him as ambassador to London, her 
antipathy against him dating from the 
time of the death of the prince imperial 
of France, when Montebello, then chargé 
d'affaires in London, declined, for fear 
of being suspected by his government of 
Bonapartist sympathies, to postpone a 
large dinner at the French embassy, on 
the night following the arrival of the 
news in England that the ill fated prince 
had been killed in South Africa by the 
Zulus. 

Queen Victoria was very wroth, and 
gave expression to her anger in unmeas- 
ured terms, exclaiming that M. de Mon- 
tebello should have remembered that It 
was the grand uncle of the prince im-. 
perial who raised his stableman of a 
grandfather to be a duke and a field mar- 
shal. These favors were surely worth the 
few sauces that would have been wasted 
if M. de Montebello had postponed his 
dinner.“

The most extraordinary reason, prob- 
ably, for which an envoy has been refused 
a welcome is the reputation imputed to 
him of possessing the evil eye. There 
have been several instances of this kind, 
the most notable being that of the dis- 
tinguished Dutch diplomat, the late 
Baron de Mollerus, who some fifty years 
ago or more became so noted for the 
disasters caused by his presence that he 
was rejected in turn by the king of 
Naples, by the court of Lisbon, and by 
the sublime having eventually to 
be placed on the retired list, because no 
government would run the risk of recetv- 
ing him.
